Custody Produces Money. 


NAMES ADMIRER IN SUIT. 


Jay H. Twitchell Charges Infidelity 
Three Days After Marriage. 


The attempt of Jay H. Twitchell, connected 
with a South Water street commission firm, 
to get out of paying temporary alimony to 
his wife, Mre. Ruth M. Twitchell, was stopped 
yesterday by Judge Tuthill in the Cireuit 
court.

He 
said his salary was $150 a month. 

In his bill for. divorce Twitchell said that 
his wife lived during the month of Septem- 
ber with W. B. Spenny, a former admirer, 
in a rooming house at 3157 Prairie avenue. 
He accuses her of wrongdoing three days 
after they were married. They were married 
Sept. 90, 1912, and separated Dec. 19.

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RICH CLUB CLOSED 
| TO NEW MEMBERS 


South Shore Country Privilege, 
Worth 8400, Held Like 


‘Perpetual Asset. 
VOTES $500,000 BOND ISSUE. 


Dining Room and Kitchen. to Be 
Gorgeously Installed at 
Cost of $100,000. 


The South Shore Country club last night 
closed its membership. Hereafter no new 
members will be admitted except in the event 
of a death or resignation. There are now 
1,627 resident members and 200 perpetual 
members, making a total of 1,827. 

More than 800 members of the club attend- 
ed the meeting called last night by the board 
of directors, as a result of the vote on the 
little ballot at the election last October, At 
that time @ large majority of the members 
voted to limit the membership. 

Besides taking the above step the mem- 
berg last night also voted unanimously to 
approve the proposed improvements, and 
recommended a bond issue of $500,000 to 
defray the expense thereof, and to litt a 
mortgage on the club property. 


Bonds Yet to Be Approved. 
Another meeting will be called for the near 
future for the formal approval of the bond 
issue, the te laws requiring a two-thirds 
vote before such a measure can be passed. 

The improvements contemplated include 
principally the erection of a dining room and 
kitchen to cost about $100,000. Asked what 
will be done with the remainder of the money 
covered by the bond issue, Frederick Bode, 
president of the club, said: 

“The holders of the present mortgages 
on our property, amounting to considerable, 
have agreed to accept first mortgage bonds 
im leu of their mortgages, 80 that the pro- 
posed bond issue will not only pay for the 
improvements but will also refund the mort- 
gages.” 


Membership an Asset. 

Mr. Bode was then asked the reazon for 
limiting the membership. 

There are several reasons.“ aaid he, but 
the most important is the fact that it seems 
like a good business proposition to do so. 
We have as many members as we can well 
care for and the club property is so valuable 
that each member has an equity of about 
$400. 

* Yet for that equity each member hes paid 
only $100, the face value of his certificate 
of membership,. which makes him a share- 
holder in the club. It does not seem like 
good business to give a man a $400 equity 
for $100." 

(Mr. Bode said that during the last three 
months about sixty new members have been 
admitted and that there is now a waiting 
list of twenty. At a meeting of the board 
of governors to be held today, these twenty 
applicants will be listed in order of prece- 
dence. 


ALL BANK STOCKHOLDERS IN 
CHICAGO NATIONAL TO SHARE. 


Judge - Honore Rules None Can Be 
Excluded from Billings Suit Pro- 
ceeds, if Any Are Realized. 


Judge Lockwood Honoré yesterday ruled 
that no stockholder of the Chicago National 
bank can be excluded from participation in 
the possible proceeds of the suit now pend- 
ing against C K. G. Billings because of their 
failure to contribute toward the expense of 
the suit. 

Consequently, if the suit against Mr. Bill 
ings is successful, virtually all of the stock- 
holders of the defunct bank, numbering more 
than 200, will share in the proceeds instead of 
those who have paid the expense of the suit, 
numbering less than twenty.

Coroner’s Inquest Finds Youth 
Shot in Defense of Self 
and Young Sister. 


‘MOTHER BLAMES VICTIM. 
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DESCRIBE JEERS AT WOMEN 


One Witness Says Police Refused 
Aid Even When Appealed To. 


CHIEF DEFENDS COURSE. 


Testifies Guard Was Larger than That 
at Inaugural March. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special. ]~— 
More testimony tending to show that the 
police did not give sufficient protection to 
the suffrage paraders on Monday was givep 
to the senate subcommittee today. 

In defense of the police Chief Sylvester tes- 
tified 575 officers were on duty while the 
women marched down Pennsylvania avenue. 
Only 367, he said, were needed to control 
the crowds during the inaugural! parade. 

Another great crowd, mostly women, 
jammed into the committee room today. 
There were no disorders, however, such as 
marked the meetings on several previous oc- 
casions. 


Tells of Jeers by Crowd. 

One of the witnesses today was Miss Janet 
E. Richards, who marched in the first sec- 
tion of the parade. She testified that most 
of the policemen were standing fdly around 
in the crowd, and seemed in sympathy with 
the mob's spirit.“ 

How was this mob’s spirit shown, asked 
Senator Chamberlain. 

By the hooting and jeering and yelling 
of the crowd,“ replied Miss Richard. All 
along the line men in the crowd shouted, 
These are nothing but hens; we came out 
to see chickens.’ ’”’ ' 

Miss Richards gave the numbers of two 
‘of a group of four policemen who, she said, 
were doing nothing to control the crowd and 
whom she urged to help her open up the 
line. * 


Chief Denies Refusing. Aid. 

Chief Sylvester denied he had ever said or 
done anything that would have given the 
crowds the idea that the orders for protect- 
ing the parade were not to be taken se- 
riously. 

Following the testimony of the police chief 
that the fault for the disorder lay with the 
men and officers, the committee expects to 
call the police captains who had charge of 
the line of march.

Scheidler was angry and began to upbraid 
the girl. The son Peter, about the same time, 
called out to is mother to learn where his 
collar was. This made Scheidler violently 
angry. He seized a butcher knife and started 
for his children. 


Mother Defends Son. 

Tu kill vou.“ he shouted. . “‘ I'll make you 
keep qulet. 

Peter seized his sister and dragged her toa 
closet. The father grabbed the knob of the 
door and tried to pull it open. He was suc- 
ceeding when the son reached for a Winches- 
ter rifle that was in the closet, poked the 
muzzle through the slowly widening aperture 
in the door and fired a shot which struck 
the father in the throat. He fell and died 
within a few minutes. 

Mrs. Scheidler told the coroner’s jury at the 
inquest held later in the day that her husband 
had been in trouble frequently because of his 
violent temper. Once, she said, he had tried 
to kill her. At another time, while he was 
at work for a woman on the south side, she 
said, he attacked her with a pair of scissors 
because she had criticized his work. 

The police are holding young scheidler in 
spite of the jury’s act of exoneration. 


GAYNOR FACES PULITZER

Son of Late Publisher to Get After New 
York Mayor as Result of Speech As- 
sailing Father.

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| DYNAMITE BLAST RUINS TOWN 


Irvine, Scotland, Wiped Off Map 
by Big Explosion. 


MANY DEAD AND INJURED. 


Three Distinct Shocks Followed by a 
Smoke Cloud Two Miles High. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
GLASGOW, March 10.—Seven persons were 
killed and ten seriously injured by an ex- 
plosion of dynamite at Nobel's explosive 
works, the largest explosive factory in Great 
Britain, at Ardeer, about halt a mile from 


Irvine. 

The explosion occurred at 11 o'clock in the 
morning and the terrific detonations alarmed 
the people throughout the country for a dis- 
tance of thirty or forgy miles. 

It rocked buildings, shattered property, and 
created a panic among thousands of people. 

The alarm was all the greater because few 
people were able to locate the source of the 
disturbance, the immensity of the noise 
making it seem chose even to people miles 
away. 


Buildings in Irvine Wrecked. 

The little town of Irvine was naturally the 
greatest sufferer, being the nearest center 
of population to the works. There was 
scarcely a window in a house in the town 
that was not broken. Many plate glass win- 
dows in the shops were splintered into small 
fragments. 

Houses swayed and quivered as tf they were 
about to fall. Many walls canted, roofs 
were split, and some of them crashed into the 
houses. Scores of ceilings fell, and chimney 
pots rained into the streets. 

People rushed from their dwellings in great 
alarm, the women and children screaming. 
Horses bolted tn all directions, and this in- 
creased the alarm in the streets. Several 
people were cut by falling glass and bruised 
by falling ceilings and tiles. 


Children Escape Injury. 

Fortunately the explosion occurred when 
the school children were having their mid- 
morning recess. The town school is a big 
building and the classrooms have exception- 
ally large plate glass windows facing in the 
direction of Ardeer. 

Every inch of this frontage was shattered 
and jagged fragments hurled on the deeks 
and floor, where a few minutes later there 
would have been scores of children. As it 
was they were aligned in an inner hal! pre- 
paring to march to piano music to the rear. 

The explosion and the crash of the glass 
dazed all the children for a moment and then 
the teachers led them out and dismissed them. 


Bowls Over Men on Streets. 

The concuseion had a freakish effect in the 
etreets. Half a dozen men standing on à cor- 
ner were bowled over like ninepins, while 
others nearby were not in the least affected. 
A man who was leaving a shop was hurled to 
the street by a violent slamming of the door 


behind him. ‘ 


Tt is lese easy to describe the happenings 
in Ardeer itself owing to the destruction and 
the comparatively few witnesses. It is said 
that a blinding sheet of flame leaped into the 
air and thie was followed by a vast cloud of 
splinters, and 
fragments of sheet iron and glass shot in all 
direction with terrific force. 

Men who rushed to give assistance found 
two mangled corpses and the ‘injured sur- 
vivors, some of whom were terribly torn. 
Five others who were known to be at work 
in the factory vanished completely and there 
is no trace of their bodies. 


Cause of Blast Unknown. 

The cause of the disaster can only be 
guessed. An official report says it started in 
a building used for drying gun cotton. The 
exploston then communicated itself to three 
other buliidings. The theory is that it may 
have been due to the decomposition of nitro 
cotton. 

The works covered a large area of a low, 
sandy ground on the seashore, forming a lit- 
tle town in itself. Several kinds of the high- 
est explosives are made there, the most dan- 
gerous part of the manufacture being done 
in isolated sheds surrounded by high sand 
banks. 

Every town in the aforesaid radius has its 
own story of the remarkable emect of the 
explosion, the alarm of the people, the shak- 
ing of the houses, the fear of an earthquake, 
but none suffered anything comparable to Ir- 
vine.

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CLARK NEGLECTS 
WILSON PROGRAM 


Speaker Meets President, but 
Fails to Pledge Sup- 
port to Him. 


CANNOT FORGET DEFEAT? 


Visitor Refuses to Disclose Top- 
ies Which Were Discussed 
by Them. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., March 10.—(Special.|— 
Great significance is attached by Democrats 
politicians tonfght to the failure of Champ 
Clark, speaker of the house of reprerenta- 
tives, to assure President Wilson today of 
his support of the latter's legislative policies. 

In company with Senator Stone of Missouri 
the speaker called at the White House and 
presented the names of a number of men for 
whom he wants appointments. It was nat- 
urally supposed that during the conference 
the speaker would make clear his attitude on 
the program of legislation the president an- 
nounced in his inaugural address. It was 
stated at the White House, however, that 
appointments only were discussed. ‘ 

The president added that his meeting with 
Mr. Clark was cordial, but the speaker gave 
evidence, after leaving the White House, 
that he had exhausted his supply of this 
spirit on Mr. Wileon. He was decidedly 
gtumpy and gruffiy declined to give the 
slightest intimation of what he had talked 
about with the presidert. 


Clark Cannot Forget Baltimore. 

The truth ie that Mr. Clark cannot for- 
get that he received a majority of the vctes 
of the delegates to the Baltimore convention, 
and feels that he should be president instead 
of Mr. Wilson, and this state cf mind colors 
his view as to anything the chief executive 
does or contemplates. 

Mr. Clark's friends say President Wilson 
is aware the speaker ie disposed to coéperate 
vith him. He will not pledge ainself, how- 
ever, to a blanket indorsement of leg‘slative 
reforms, the detaile of which have not been 
worked out even by the president. 

When Mr. Clark visited Mr. Wilson at Tren- 
ton some weeks ago he is said to have made 
it clear that he desired to act sympathetically 
with him in order to aseure the success cf 
Democratic rule, and it was because of this 
assurance that the president's friends in the 
house of representatives made no effort to 
prevent the reélection of Mr. Clark as 
speaker.

Washington, D. C., March 10.—President 
Wilson may find a harder task before him 
than Democratic leaders expected to carry 
out their plan to restrict congress to the 
consideration of the tariff alone at the spe- 
cial session announced for April 1. 

Although the special session is still three 
weeks away, the president heard urgent pleas 
today in behalf of two subjects which Demo- 
erats of influence believe should be taken 
up and disposed of as soon as possibile. 

Representative Glass urged the necessiiy 
for immediate consideration of the currency 
reform, and Representative Heifner of Wash- 
ington asked the president to consider a rec- 
ommendation for the immediate enactmem 
of legislation looking to the development of 
Alaska. 


May Give Currency a Chance. 

Mr. Glass left the White House convinced 
a currency measure might be introduced 
and partly perfected at the special session, 
though it hardly was likely to be passed. 

Mr. Heifner was assured of a further hear- 
ing at which senators and members of the 
house interested in Alaska will have an 
extended hearing. Their efforts will be di- 
rected toward having the president support 
a Plan proposed by the Alaskan railways 
commission for the construction of several 
railways designed to open the coal fields of 
that territory. 

Assurance came from senate leaders late 
today, however, that the tariff-only program 
could be carried through successfully in that 
branch of congress. Progressive Republi- 
cans, not approached as yet by Democratic 
leaders, are expected to fall in line with the 
@ominam party and aid in tariff revision.

One hundred and seventy-five federals were 
driven from Nacozari after a two days’ fight,’ 
beginning Saturday morning.

AUSTRIAN PLEADS WITH HARR

Claims Lake Michigan Was Exempted 
from Treaty Under Which Cangdians 
Make Protest. 


Washington, D. C., March 10.—[Special. }— 
Chicago will fight in every possible way en- 
forcement of the war department order to re- 
duce the present flow of Lake Michigan water 
through the drainage canal.

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Sex Hy, ygiene Teaching 
Discussed by Educators. 


BY THE REV. W. B. NORTON. 


SLEVELAND, o., March 10.—T Special. 1 

The teaching or sex hygiene and the in- 

culcation of morals and religion in public 

schools and in state institutions were the 

subjects discussed at the Religious Edu- 
cation association, which opened its tenth 
annual session here today. 

The discussion of the sex question seems des- 
tined to play an important part in the delibera- 
tions of the association. Dean W. T. Sumner of 
Chicago will address the massmeeting in the 
armory on Wednesday evening on the subject 
“The Double Standard.” Tomorrow afternoon 
the subject. will be discussed under the head of 
“Eugenics,” and on Thursday similar problems 
will be discusséd by the National Congress of 
Mothers, which holds for the first time a joint 
session with. the Religious Education associa- 
tion. 

, ' . so P 

“Sex Instruction” was the subject of the ad- 
dress given today by Prof. Maurice A. Bigelow 
of the department of biology of Columbia uni- 
versity. 

The majority of divorces,” he said, “are 
caused by a widespread misunderstanding of sex 
psychology. Our school system will never have 
done its duty until every young person is taught 
right sex felations. The subject must cease to 
be treated. with irreverence and vulgarity, and 
the sex relation must be taught as something 
pure, sane, and beautiful. 

“This teaching will not eradicate all social 
evil, but it will save multitudes of our young 
people. The most natural method of teaching 
sex relations is through the subject of biology. 
Literature such as Hawthorne's ‘Scarlet Letter’ 
and Tennyson's ‘Idyls of the King can be used 
to form a basis for such instruction.” 

“T believe the time is soon coming when sex 
education will become compulsory,” said Mrs. 
Mary E. Teats of Chicago. “After thirty-five 
years of teaching I believe young people are 
not only willing but eager to be taught this 
subject.“ 

— 

The inconsistency of city authorities “who 
pay. school teachers to teach morals and then 
accept $200 Ncense fees for the maintenance of 
vaudeville shows in which to pull down What 
the teacher is trying to build up” was de- 
nounced by Prof. Frank C. Sharp of the de- 
nartment of philosophy of the University of 
Wisconsin. 

“Morals,” he said, “cannot be taught by 
merely pouring instruction into the child's 
mind any more than swimming can be taught 
on dry land or dancing taught by a corre- 
spondence course. There must be information, 
training, and the inducing of the habit of re- 
flecting on the moral issues of life.” 

— 

The assertion that high school pupils are 
liars and thieves, which brought to him wide 
publicity in the pubbic press a year ago, was 
reaffirmed by Franklin W. Johnson of Chicago, 
prineipal of the University High school, who 
spoke on the subject, 
Training Now in Use.” 

“T am not a muckraker or a sour pessimist, 
as I have been rated,“ he said. “All educators 
know there is a lack of high moral standard 
as regards truthfulness and the rights of 
property on the part of high school students. 
Some are downright liars and some are plain 
thieves, the practice being called ‘swiping’ by 
them. However, they only reflect the lack of 
moral standards of society. The school is the 
most effective organization for constructive 
reform.” 

“The spirit of cynicism is taking possession 
of our education as never before,” s2.d the 
president of Wash- 
burn college, Topeka, Kas.

OR two acts and a fraction Miss Jordan's 
drama, “The Woman from Oklahoma,” 
which was played at the Princess theater 
Sunday night, commanded respectful at- 
tention. As the play is in three acts, this 

is a good proportion. The greater part of the 
second act was a descent to farce comedy, pro- 
ducing situations and containing lines which 
were unworthy of the rest of the play. 

Having said this much in censure, the re- 
viewer can honestly commend the drama to the 
playgoers of Chicago as one of intense interest, 
in the hands of actors adequate on the whole 
to the roles in which they are cast. 

The story is that of a wife fighting to main- 
tain her husband's love. They have gone 
through poverty to riches. He has risen to the 
new situation, while she has not. He has been 
elected to the senate, but she has remained 
back west with her spring house cleaning. She 
realizes that he has not only grown away from 
her but that another woman has taken her 
place in his heart.

She goes east, and, not knowing whom else 
to turn to, gives her confidence to the editor of 
her favorite weekly. She wants to become 
“cultured” in seven months. The woman ed- 
itor puts her in the hands of beauty doctors, 
dressmakers, and teachers of deportment and 
grammar. She needs them all. She learns 
that her husband is there with the woman lob- 
bying for a bill. They approach the proprietor 
of the weekly, who also owns a string of pub- 
lications. including a powerful Washington 
daily. He is suspicious of the bill because its 
author is a tainted senator named Kirby who 
is using Senator Dixon of Oklahoma as a cats-

Poor Mrs. Dixon, after a severe but success- 
ful series of lessons, the beginnings of which 
form the objectionable part of the play, blos- 
soms out in the third act as a very acceptable 
rival of the beautiful lobbyist, and surprises 
her husband, he thinking her in Europe, by ap- 
pearing in his room at the senate just before 
roll call on the fateful bill.

The means by which she upsets her rival and 
shows her in her true light to the senator; how 
she and her husband are reconciled; her qe- 
meanor in the most trying circumstances, when 
only her lone woman's natural wit has to cope 
with the powers of graft and deception, cannot 
well be told here. As they are interpreted by 
Miss Jessie Bonstelle they seem too natural to 
be art. But art alone could have guided the 
actress through certain scenes in which the 
ridiculous was so closely bound up with the 
truly tragic that wreck seemed imminent at 
any moment. 

That the actress did succeed in preserving 
the balance ts greatly to her credit. Fortu- 
nately these scenes are overshadowed by the 
general pathos of the part and she rose tri- 
umphantly in evéry instance.

Show Where Poor Boys Play. 


Chicago's city rumps and tenement houses 
and the alleys where thousands of children 
play were shown last night to a little crowd in 
St. Paul's parish house at Fiftieth street and 
Macison avenue. It was the opening night of 
the City Welfare exhibit, which will end on 
Thursday. 

Miss Mary E. McDowell put them on the 
screen by means of a stereopticon and con- 
trasted conditions here with those ohtaining in 
other cities, 

“We have 1,300 miles of unpaved alleys,” 
she said, “where the children of the slums 
live and play and breathe the foul air every 
day of their lives, 

“It would pay the municipality to pave 
these alleys, to fill up the mudholes in the 
badly paved streets. They could be paved for 
less than it now costs to take care of the dis- 
eased children, and most of these have be- 
come diseased from the alley.”

Has Solved Washing Problem. 


For the last two years I have been using 
this method of having my laundry work done 
economically: There are six of us, four adults 
and two children. From Oct. 1 to May 1 I send 
the clothes to the laundry every two weeks, cost 
being on an average of 90 cents per washing, 
or 45 cents per week; during the warmer 
months, or from May 1 to Oct. 1, I send the 
clothes every week, the cost being about the 
same as in cold weather. We try to be econom- 
ical with clothes, using cotton blankets on beds 
instead of sheets in cold weather, changing pil- 
lowcases once in two weeks. The children wear 
gingham waists to school, changing them to 
black sateen waists when they reach home. One 
tablecloth with care lasts a week by using a 
clean napkin to cover a spot in case of acci- 
dents. And so in everything we are careful. 
Still there is always a large bundle. I send my 
husband's shirts, table pad, spread, or anything 
that is necessary, only sending husband's collars 
to steam laundry at an additional cost of 10 
cents weekly. 

Altogether I have demonstrated to my own 
satisfaction the superior advantages of my sys- 
tem. Before we had this system I had to de- 
pend on wash women, who would come for @& 
while and then suddenly without notice stay 
away. The women always took a whole day 
every week to wash in summer. I always had 
to rinse, starch, and hang out the clothes in 
winter the washing cost $1.60 for woman's 
wages, besides her dinner, gas, soap powder, 
bluing, ete., not to speak of wear and tear, and 
last, but by no means least, dirt and smell of 
the wash. Then I always had the beiler on thé 
gas with water boiling when the woman came, 
also had all the clothes assorted and put to soak 
day before, whereas now we know absolutely 
nothing about the work. When the wash comes 
home, usually the afternoon it is called for“ or 
the next morning early, we starch the starch 
clothes and hang out the wash, the work of an 
hour and a half and a great saving on nerves 
at a cash outlay of 75 cents a week (ytarly av- 
erage), as against $1.60 woman's wages, plus 50 
cents for gas, soap, wash powder, etc. and 
dinner. I have solved the problem of the wash 
woman. F. A. K, Omaha, Neb. 
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Getting Money's Worth. 


To my mind the using of cheap cuts of meat, 
eating scraps and leftovers, and turning and 
twisting of clothing is not fighting the high 
cost of living; it is simply robbing Peter to pay 
Paul. While these economies are good and 
should be practiced in every home, we must do 
more before conditions can be better. We must 
take up arms against the trades people that do 
not give value received. The law has taken a 
couple of steps in this direction and the good 
work should be kept up. My milkman must 
keep his milk up to a certain standard and must 
give me two pints to the quart. Butter must 
be butter and sixteen ounces to the pound. The 
law also requires that my vegetable peddler give 
me fifteen pounds of potatoes to the peck—all 
potatoes, not part stones or bricks. 

A rib roast of beef is sometimes cut and 
weighed, bones, trimmings, and all, at 20 cents 
per pound; it is then trimmed liberally, the bone 
taken out carelessly, a quarter of a pound of 
meat clinging to it. Bones and trimmings are 
thrown under the counter to be resold for soup 
meat. Steaks are often cut in such a way as 
to bring the most bone in the expensive cuts. 
The sirloin steaks are cut uniform tlickness; 
this leaves a slant in the beef that is straight- 
ened out in the porterhouse cuts. The bone end 
is cut two inches thick and will slant down to 
less than one inch where the tender meat is, 
swelling out again at the tougl. end, so I pay 
45 cents for half a pound of real meat and one 
pound of bone and tail, which is trimmed off 
and resold. Chickens are fed with corn just 
before killing until their crops are so full an- 
other kernel would burst them; they are 
weighed, head, feet, corn, and all, I pay 86 
cents for two pounds of chicken and one *
